Dear Mr. Shapiro: 

This letter is in response to a referral received from the Defense Intelligence Agency, 
dated JunelS, 2015. in which we were asked to review (3) three pages that originated 
with our agency and to respond directly to you. 

After a careful review, National Geospatial-Intelligence Agency (NGA) subject matter 
experts have determined that the pages may be released in part with some information 
being withheld because it is classified and/or is protected from release under FOIA 
exemption (b)(1), and Executive Order 13526, Section 1.4(c). Executive Order 13526, 
Section 1.4(c) authorizes classification of information that is relevant to intelligence 
activities (including covert action), intelligence sources or methods or cryptology. 

Addionally, we are withholding information under FOIA exemption (b)(6), 5 U.S.C. §552, 
which protects all information about individuals in "personnel and medical files and 
similar files" when the disclosure of such information "would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 

Appeals to the NGA determination should be made in writing within 60 days from the 
date of this letter and sent to the National Geospatial-Intelligence Agency, Freedom of 
Information/Privacy Act Program Office, Mail Stop N81-SISCS, 7500 GEOINT Drive, 
Springfield, VA 22150, The requester should reference FOIA referral number 2015- 
FOI-00014 in the appeal, detailing their reasons for reconsideration and include a copy 
of this letter.

/TRANSPORTED SOUTH AFRICAN TROOPS TO BURUNDI. ACCORDING TO OPEN 
/PRESS REPORTING, SOUTH AFRICA WAS TO HAVE DEPLOYED UP TO 700 
/TROOPS TO BUJUMBURA DURING THE LAST WEEK OF OCTOBER. THIS 
/ACTIVITY IS CONCURRENT WITH THE INSTALLATION OF A THREE-YEAR 
/TRANSITIONAL GOVERNMENT IN BUJUMBURA ON 1 NOVEMBER, 2001. 
/DIGNITARIES PRESENT AT THE CEREMONY INCLUDED FORMER SOUTH AFRICAN 
/PRESIDENT AND BURUNDI PEACE MEDIATOR NELSON MANDELA. MANDELA 
/SAID THE INAUGURATION MARKED THE END OF HIS ROLE AS A MEDIATOR 
/AND THE PEACE PROCESS WOULD NOW BE OVERSEEN BY THE U.N.-SUPERVISED 
/IMPLEMENTATION AND MONITORING COMMITTEE. CURRENT BURUNDIAN 
/PRESIDENT PIERRE BUYOYA WILL HEAD THE TRANSITIONAL ADMINISTRATION 
/FOR THE NEXT 18 MONTHS. OTHER AFRICAN NATIONS THAT MAY JOIN THE 
/BURUNDI PEACEKEEPING PROCESS INCLUDE NIGERIA, GHANA, AND SENEGAL. 
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
